1962, wrote that the present situation inside Cuba 
relative to the Cuban prisoners is very bad and also stated 
tha^the internal situation inside Cuba is desperate.

About fifteen days prior to the date of the 
letter, two Russian boats arrived in Cuba and docked 
at the Port of Bahia Honda and one of these boats carried 
Russian men and women and Negroes who were believed to have 
come from the Congo. The passengers were disembarked and 
taken to the town of Bahia Honda at daybreak in order to 
conceal them from the Cubans. The second Russian ship 
that landed at Bahia Honda carried weapons and ammunition 
which was unloaded during the day time. The weapons 
and ammunition when unloaded from one of the Russian 
boats, were taken by sledges and heavy trucks whichwere 
driven by Russians who had been living in Cuba. HHHB 
wrote that not even the regular rebel soldieisof the 
Cuban Government now enjoy the government 1 s confidence and 
are no longer employed in this type of work of unloading 
and delivering Russian weapons to Cuba.

It is 
no>t the unprepared, incompetent and backward new countries being 
bom of the wedlock of the United Nations and the Communists to be 
nursed at the expense of American taxpayers that are going to help 
us in case of trouble, or in the present international mess in 
which we are sinking gradually, scuttled by a foreign policy that 
makes our allies wonder at our sanity , 

It is on the experience, wisdom, and resources of the European 
anti -communist nations that we can depend for cooperation, under- 
standing, and military support, not on the new nations that just 
look at us for a handout, and are exhausting already the gold re- 
serves of our treasury. Some of those new countries are Communist^ 
others pro -Communist, and the majority of the "neutrals" are so 
indifferent to America's vital interests and security that their 
neutrality seems to be an obvious pretext to blackmail our nation 
for the billions of dollars they are receiving. By turning against 
our allies and becoming instrumental in the loss of their terri-

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Dr. Alexander probably had in mind our' voting on the side of 
the Communists against Portugal at the U.H., and our continuance 
in being part of the Communist chorus hollering for the usurpa- 
tion of Angola and other Portuguese territories overseas, to 
facilitate the Communist' grab, as happened in so many other cases 
of "liberation" . And Dr. Alexander adds : 

"Portugal, the Netherlands and Belgium, each 
of whom we have been instrumental in stripping of 
territorial possessions, joined with us, nevertheless, 
in exercise ’Riptide III , 1 to the best of their limited 
naval ability." 

The foreign policy makers in our State Department are chasing 
butterflies on the field of "liberation", :.ot only by antagonizing 
our most needed allies, but also by pouring billions of dollars 
into Communist countries, pro-Communist countries, and suspicious 
"neutrals who maintain better relations with Moscow than with 
Washington. This incredible policy has been going on year after 
year based on the silly hope that some day our enemies may treat 
us a little better. So far the results are negative. The more 
we give, the more they demand, and to top it, they confiscate 
American properties and get "insulted" if we don’t satisfy their 
insatiable appetite for our dollars.

LET’S SPECULATE ABOUT CUBA 
AND COMRADE FIDEL CASTRO 

With our spineless foreign policy of investments with no re- 
turns, we are always in the red,.. It is not very flattering for 
powerful America to be made a fool by letting everybody get away 
with any sort of abuse endangering our economy and our democracy. 

The puppet-show in Cuba starring comrade Fidel as the “hero", 
Uncle Sam as the "imperialistic villain", and the Soviet-Union 
as guardian angel pulling the strings from behind the curtain, 
has attracted a great audience: — . the whole wide world! All eyes 
are focused on this international play, in a nerve racking expec- 
tation of the climax... 

It seems blatant Fidel is no longer master of his own whiskers 
since he' became so helplessly dependent on the Communist Bloc for 
survival . He betrayed his country by becoming a puppet of the 
Kremlin and enslaving' the Cuban people to the ruthless autocratic 
imperialism of Moscow. The Cubans no longer rule their beautiful 
and hospitable land — it is now a domain of the Communist hordes 
that are pouring in by the thousands, disguised as "technicians" 
to change Cuba into an aggressive military and propaganda base of 
operations for the Soviet-Union.

We should have stopped Castro even 
before he declared Cuba a Communist nation — our State Department 
and our Intelligence Service knew by then, if not much before, 
Castro's intentions. 

We should have stopped Castro when he confiscated all American 
properties. We should have stopped Castro when he began to re- 
ceive arms and '‘technicians 11 from the Communist Bloc, and started 
to infiltrate Latin America with printed Communist propaganda 
^gainst "imperialist" United States. We should have stopped 
Castro once and for all by going through with the invasion and 
backing the Cuban exiles to the hilt, since our prestige was 
involved, when Washington planned that invasion and assisted it. 
But instead, we disgracefully backed out at Pig's Bay leaving 
behind thousands of patriotic Cubans to die or become prisoners 
of Castro's brutal regime — * the greatest fiasco in American 
history.

Approximately once or twice a month, Cub ana 
Airlines files from Havana to the town of Ariea in north- 
Chile near the Peruvian border. The purpose of 
such flights is to transport Chileans, Bolivians, 
Ecuadorians, and Peruvians to Havana cor Communist training 
in such matters as union activity, riots, and guerrilla 
operations. He stated that he himself has been the pilot 
on such flights in the past and is also aware that some of 
the same South Americans who are brought to Cuba for train- 
ing are frequently sent on to Prague in Czechoslovakia for 
additional indoctrination. 

BHHHHI stated that Cubana operates Britannia 
aircraft in its flights to Arica, Chile, and because of the 
distance of this flight, used to land at Guayaquil, Ecuador, 
before proceeding to Arica. However, as a result of the 
break in relations between Ecuador and Cuba, Cubana Airlines 
no longer utilised Guayaquil, but Instead began to land at 
Port or Spain on the Island of Trinidad off the north coast 
of 8outh America.

not availabl# to Cubana for landing privileges, Cubana would 
have to discontinue flying to South America. He pointed out 
that Rio de Janeiro, Brazil, which is still friendly with 
Cuba, is too far from Havana, and that Natal, on the northeast 
coast of Brazil, is not a desirable location. He stated 
that airfields at Aruba and Curacao in the Dutch West Indies 
are too small for Britannia aircraft.

"Dear Friends:

"I am writing to you so that as a Cuban and a democrat 
that you are, you will let our Yankee and Latin American friends 
know that they must find a way to stop innocent people from being 
executed in Cuba. Imagine they are /executing in all the provinces 
an average of 25 to 30 f 16 to 25-year olds, as well as 60-year olds. 
- 1 believe that the countries of Central America and South America 
are as responsible as those of North America because they have not 
reached an agreement to stop this bloody and destructive Communism. 
You have no idea what is happening here and what is being done to 
continue to infiltrate the Communist dictatorship .that has bj 
established in Cuba in the rest of /fi&fr ay ty couypy • — -

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"I want you to know that 2,000 Negroes are being 
trained in the Las Villas Province and 1,200 more in the 
Pinar Del Rio Province. According to rumors, these Negroes 
are going to land in Haiti in order to set up a strong 
beachhead from where they can receive war equipment and 
overthrow the Haitian government and also go over to the 
Dominican Republic. They are setting up lb bases for 
500-mile range missiles, which are very advanced. 

"The people of Sagua La Grande see nothing else 
but Russians because they are setting up 2 long-range missile 
bases. One of them is from Rio Blanco to Central Purio 
surrounded by stone walls. Forty ‘caballerias 1 (Trans, note: 
Cuban land measure - about 33 \ measures) have been used. 
Farmers have been evicted and taken to other lands. They have 
only been allowed to take their kitchen and bedroom utensils 
with them. Twenty-two families have been evicted from those 
forty ’ caballerias * . 

"In that base which begins on Rio Blanco Viana 
and runs up to the Central Purio Calabazar de Sagua, there 
are 800 Russians and 100 Germans, who are the ones who 
are managing the missile launching pad. You have no idea 
of the shipment they’ve brought. Two ships arrived at 
Isabela de Sagua on September 20th bringing a column made 
up of 500 Russians to guard the grounds of the base that 
they are building. The executions have increased considerably 
lately, to such an extent that it is estimated that they 
buried more than 40 bodies in the Colon Cemetery last week. 
This was learned from a gravedigger, a friend of the caus^ 
and it is believed that among those 40 bodies, there were 
many militiamen and sailors. 

"It is also rumored that they have executed a 
large number of policemen from posts 3 and 4, as well as 
sailors and Navy officers who, according to information, 
were mixed up in a conspiracy.

"A shooting occurred about two nights ago in Rio 
Cristal and more than 9 persons died in the clash between 
the patriots and the G-2 agents. About a week ago they 
buried a youth in Pinar del Rio Gayuco, who was murdered 
by a government element; his burial was a real manifestation 
of mourning. 

"I have been informed by a man yesterday in the 
Camaguey Province that they are building a powerful missile 
base in the Lomas de Chambas. The farms in front of the Lomas, 
which you are very well-acquainted with, are practically 
swarming with Russians. There are a group of Russians 
in Sagua, who are working in the various bases set up in the 
Santa Clara Province, who speak a bit of Spanish. When they 
stand on a corner, the Cubans immediately surround them and 
tell them that the Yankees want them to get out of Cuba; but 
the Russians answer that they are too big to be scolded; 
that they have bought land in order to build as many bases 
as the Yankees have in Guantanamo. 

"Well, my friend, until soon if we are still alive. 
But don't fail to have this published. It must be broadcasted 
on the radio and printed in the newspapers. 

"I remain, your friend who is grateful to you and who 
hopes that you will not fail to let the other countries 
know. It is necessary for at least Mexico and Brazil to 
know what a Communist dictatorship is."
